In tho matter of submitting to the peo- 


>1« the proposition of constructing a .pipe 
ins from Auburn to furnish the people of 
jaa Francisco with 30,000,000 gallons of 
»ater per day from Lake Tahoe and con- 
itrnoting works and a distributing syslem 
it a coat of $18,000,000, and as to whether 
.he Board of Supervisors has power under 
;be constitution to submit to the people 
;he question of whether the money will be 
iipended, City and County Flournoy, of 
3an Francisco, .Has rendered the following 
>pini>jn, whieh says that the board has not 
ho power: 


"I answer, that by aa act of the Legis- 


ature of this State, approved March 19, 
1889, it is enacted that 'No city, town or 
nriDiuipal corporation shall incur an indebt- 
»3DG3S for public improvementa whioh 
ibal! in the aggregats exceed five per cent 


>f the assessed value of all the real and 
jerdonal property of such city, town or 
sorporalion.1 


"If this is a general law and applicable 


,o this municipality, then it is an express 
imitation on the power of the Board o: 
Supervisors to incur a greater indebtedness 
than therein permitted. 


"The right of the Legislature to pass 


inch general laws ha* been sustained b; 
>ut Supreme Court in a number of com 
paraiively recent oases. 


"In the case of Thomasen vs. Ashworth 


it was held that the Yroomnn Act of 1885 
was applicable to street improvements in 
this city.' In fact that law, as amended in 
1SSO, is the sole authority under which 
street work: is being done in all the cities o: 
this Stale. 


"In tha case of tha People va. Henshand 


in which th9 power of the Legislature to 
pass ge'nc-ral laws applicable to the citiei 
of this State, was discussed, tho Conr 
said: The diseifuon ot tbis Court ie. 
Thomason vs. Ashworlh renders it unnec 
easary for us to dwell upon the question o 
the right of the Legislature to pass genera 
laws affecting municipal corporations with 
out reference to whether such corporation 
•were formed before or after the Constita 
lion of 1879. 


"Ssotion 12, of the Act of March 19 


1889, repeals certain specified acts relatin, 
to the same subject, and also repeals R] 
general acts or apecial acts or parts of act 
conflicting with that Act, so that if an 
other limitation upon the power of thi 
Board of Supervisors to incur indebted 
nesa for public improvements existed an 
der the Consolidation Act or its amend 
ments, or nnder any general Act sines tb 
adoption of the present constitution i 
was repealed by this Act. 


'•Then assuming thai the Act of 1889 i 


in force and applicable to this municipal 
ity (and under the decision of, our bighes 
appellate court I can reach no other con 
elusion), the question of the power 
the Board of Supervisors to incur tb 
proposed indebtedness becomes one capa 
ble of mathematical solution. If the pro 
posed indebtedness exceeds in the aggri 
gate five per cent ot the assessed value < 
all the real and personal property of th! 
city, then it is greater than the mnniolpa 
ity can incur; if less in amount in the ag 
gregate than five per cent on such asaesee 
value, then (if it were not for other difficu 
ties prevented b; other provisions of th 
same statute) it would be within the pow 
of the city to make the proposed con 
tract. 


"The value of all the real an:l person 


proptrty of this municipality, tot shown b 
the lest assessment, is $305,972,720. Fiv 
per cent of this amount is $15,298,63 
The amount required for this imptoremen 
is in the aggregate $18,000,000, a.sam 
greater by millions than this city is autho: 
izet) by law to contract an indebtness fo: 


If, however, the municipality were no 


prevented from entering into the propose 
contract by the limitation contained in th 
statute of March 19, 1889, the Board 
Supervisors, before it could submit th 
question to tho people, would be compelle 
to comply with Section 4 of the Act, whio 
is: 'It shall be the duly of the legislaliv 
branch of any municipality coutemplatin 
permanent improvements to first hav 
plans and estimates of tho cost of such im 
p;oremeuts mada by a competent engines 
or architect, who has had successful expo 
ience in such work, before the question o 
incurring an indebtedness for. suohMm 
provemeuta is submitted to vote.' 


"The provision clearly manifests th 


legislative intention to protect municipn 
Hies against the possibility of deception b 
the nets of competent or interested eng 
neers or architects. It contemplates an 
directs tbat the plans and estimates of tb 
cost of Saab permanent public improv 
ments shall be made by a competent,.eng 
aeor of successful experience and of i 
own selection before the people shall b 
asked to sanction the enterprise by the 


otcs. A Etifiguard so fraught with wis- 
om and caution cannot be disregarded. 
"Whether or not the limitation of five 
er coat nxed by the .Statute of 1889 op- 
lies to indebtedness only hereafter to be 
ncurred, or wbether.it includes the exist- 
ng indebtedness for public improvements, 
pproximating $1,000,000 is a question'not 


i be considered ia this answei. 
"Viewing the Act of 1889 in tbe light o! 
limitation as to amount in tbe power of 
te Board, and considering that statute ap- 
licablo to this sa well as to all other 
municipalities in this State, it is my opin- 
on that tbe Board hcs not the po.wer under 
he Constitution of the State and existing 
aws to cause (be question to be submitted 
o the people whether or not $18,000,000 ot 
onds .can be issued for the 'purpose of 
roviding water works and a distributing 
ystem for this city and county. "When 
rer in the judgment of the inhabitants of 
his city and county it is deemed advisable 
o acquire water works or other improve- 
ments at a greater cost than fixed 'by tbe 
imit in the Act of 1889, it can be aocom- 
lished only after amendment or repeal 01 
hat Act, and, however desirable it may be 
hat the city should be the -proprietor o!
